war to 1,213.544. 
Only 71 prisoners, all Chinese, 
were taken during the period. The 
allies 
now 
hold 
17,453 Chinese 
and 146,091 N orth Korean prison­ 


ers. No North Koreans have been 
captured in the last four weeks. 
The Army’s estim ate said the 
Chinese Communists s u f f e r e d 
5,893 battle and 2,086 non-battle 
casualties during the July 4-13 
period. Total North Korean cas­ 
ualties for the same period were 
placed at 2,566. 
According to the estim ates, the 
Chinese have now suffered 602,- 
453 casualties including prisoners 
taken and the North Koreans have 
suffered 611,091. 
Total United Nations casualties 
are estim ated at about 300,000. 
The last official tally of American 
casualties was 79,139.
